Washington, July 8.—Legislation 


to prohibit the 
sale of distilled 


liquors, wine ana beer after January 
1, 1919, and to prohibit the manu- 
facture of wine and beer after Nov- 
ember 1, next, was agreed upon to- 
day by the senate agriculture com- 
mittee. 


The legislation is proposed as a 
substitute for the pending Norris 
amendment to the emergency agri- 
cultural appropriation 
bill, which 


would stop the sale of distilled liquor, 
and wine on June 30, 1919, and pro- 
hibit the manufacture of beer three 
months after the bill becomes law. 


•Provision for the 
exportation of 


liquors already produced was con- 
sidered by the committee and prob- 
ably :will be reported in some form 
before the senate acts on the amend- 
ment. 


The changes had been discussed 


fox a number of days, so that when 
.the committee met today action was 
practically by unanimous consent 
without a record vote. 


By fixing.a definite 
date 
after 


which the sale would be prohibited 
of all intoxicating liquors, members 
of the committee believe that any 
.charge of discrimination wduld be 
avoided. 
They say 
wine 
growers 


would be enabled to dispose of this 
year's crop while brewers could make 
use of their entire supply of malt. 


A nationwide prohibition as a war 


emergency measure and water power

tion abandoned. The prohibition is- 
sues came' up in the senate with the 
senate" $11,000,000 agricultural ap- 
propriation bill which had the right 
of way unaer'Ta-.•motion- adopted by 
the senate last Saturday night before 
the hpuse unexpecdely blocked the 
recess plans.

Peoria, ill., July 8.—Ninety-three 


persons went to their death on the 
] steamer Columbia when it went down 
in the Illinois river, Friday night, 
with more than 500 excursionists on 
board. 
This estimate was made by 


Coroner E. L. Clary today after three 
more bodies had been recovered, 
making the total recovered 79. The 
inquest will not be held until the lat- 
ter part of the week, the coroner 
said. 


That there was something wrong 


with the Columbia several hours be- 
fore she sank is the story told today 
by William Tinney of Pekin, -who, 
with his wife, was one of the sur- 
vivors. 


'I and my wife were on the boat 


with Mr. and Mrs. George Hyme," 
Tinney declared. "Mr. Hyme ia an 
old river man and on the trip up the 
river from Pekin noticed the boat 
was drowing too much water. Mr. 
Hyme went down to the engine room 
to tell the engineer his suspicions, 
and he says the engineer admitted it 
looked like something was wrong. So 
far as I know, however, no attempt 
was made to ascertain the cause."

Added 
to this is the fact that the Germans 
have not been very active for more 
than a week and their counter-at- 
tacks have been carried out with the 
usual- strength and determination. 


Meanwhile the allies are busy 


strengthening the positions taken 
from the enemy in the past week. 
Raids are being carried out here and 
there but not in great strength ex- 
cept in 'the case of the Australians 
who bare moved forward four hun- 
dred yards on a front of more than 
a mile In the Hamel region south of 
tbe Somme. 
The American sectors 


have been quiet since the activity of 
Saturday when the French made a 
slight gain near Chateu-Thierry on 
a sector adjoining that held by the 
Americans. 
Berlin reports this very 


local incident as attacks In strong 
force which were repulsed. 


On the Italian front the Italians 


are consolidating and strengthening 
the positions retaken near the mouth 
of the Piave. Vienna admits the loss 
of the ground east and southeast of 
Capo Site which was the nearest the 
enemy had got to Venice. There has 
been only slight activity 
in the 


lountain zone. 
There are many Indications that 


tbe news from Russia in the next few 
days will be important and signifi- 
cant as concerns the future of that 
troubled country.

Are the Packers Profiteers ? 


Plain Facts About the Meat Business 


The Federal Trade Commission' in its recent report on war 
profits,- slated that the five large meat packers have been prof- 
iteering and that they have a monopoly of the market. 


These conclusions, if fair and just, are matters of serious con- 
cern not only to those engaged in the meat packing business, 
but to every other citizen of our country. 


The figures given on profits are misleading and the statement 
that the packers have a monopoly is unsupported by the facts. 
The packers mentioned in the report stand ready to prove their 
profits reasonable and necessary. 


The meat business is one of the largest American industries. 
Any citizen who would familiarize himself with its details 
must be prepared for large totals. 


The report states that the aggregate profits of four large pack- 
ers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 


This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average annual 
profit for the three years before the war, making it appear 
that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than the pre-war 
profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit — a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only mis- 
leading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently has 
made a mistake in the figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was earned 
on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It means about 
three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere fraction of a 
cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live stock 
and meats. No other large business is conducted upon such 
small margins of profit. 


Furthermore—and this is very important 
only a small por- 


tion of this profit has been paid in dividends. The balance has 
been put back into the businesses. It had to be, as you realize 
when you consider the problems the packers have had to 
solve—and solve quickly—during these war years. 


To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs and 
the necessity of paying two or three times the former prices 
for live stock, has required the use of two or three times the 
ordinary amount of working capital. The additional profit 


makes only- a fair return on this, and as has been stated, the 
larger portion of the profits earned has been used to finance 
huge stocks of goods and to provide additions and improve- 
ments made necessary by the enormous demands of our army 
and navy and the Allies. 


If you are a business man you will appreciate the significance 
of these facts. If you are unacquainted with business, talk 
this matter over with some business acquaintance—with your 
banker, say—and ask him to compare profits of the packing 
industry with those of any other large industry at the pres- 
ent time.

No evidence is offered by the Federal Trade Commission in 
support of the statement that the large packers have a monop- 
oly. The Commission's own report shows the large number 
and importance of other packers. 


The packers mentioned in the statement stand ready to prove 
to any fair minded person that they are in keen competition 
with each other, and that they have no power to manipulate 
'prices. 


If this were not true they would not dare to make this posi- 
tive statement. 


Furthermore, government figures show that the five large 
packers mentioned in the report account for only about one- 
third of the meat business of the country. 


They wish it were possible to interest you in the details of 
their business. Of how, for instance, they can sell dressed 
beef for less than the cost of the live animal, owing to utiliza- 
tion of by-products, and of the wonderful story of the methods 
of distribution throughout this broad land, as well as in other 
countries. 


The five packers mentioned feel justified in co-operating with 
each other to the extent of together presenting this public 
statement. 


They have been able to do a big job for your government in 
its time of need; they have met all war time demands promptly 
and completely, and they are willing to trust their case to the 
fairmindedness of the American people with the facts before 
them.
